It was not until 
March that Oldsmobile was able to 
furnish the new model introduced 
at show time in quantity to fill a 
large list of waiting orders. July 
was the peak month for this Gen- 
eral Motors unit with 335. 

Chevrolet has the distinction of 
having topped each comparative 
month this year with last. The 
figures of this leading make are 
interesting; January, 1,100; Feb-

The leads attained by Chevrolet, 
Oldsmobile, Pontiac and La Salle 
enabled the General Motors group 
to score a substantial gain for the 
ten months over 1927.

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Corn Cobs as . Motor Fuel 


|* A VOLUME entitled “Farm Products in Industry,” 

published by the Rae D. Henkle Company in New York, 
George M. Rommel discusses interestingly the possibility of 
the American farmer eventually being able to produce his 
own motor fuel from waste products, such as corn cobs, 
stalks, hulls, straw, and other similar materials. This pos- 
sibility rests in the production of a commodity known as 
furfural, which is now being made commercially from oat 


hulls. 

The author says that at the present prices of motor 
fuels, the use of furfural as a gasoline fuel is out of the ques- 
tion, but he sees the possibility of cheaper production by the 
use of corn cobs and other waste materials, which may 
eventually make furfural an actual competitor of our tra- 
ditional gasoline. 

Elimination of waste is the principal factor that has 
made modern industry what it is. Coal tar, once an 
unwanted waste product, now yields more than a thousand 
articles of commerce. The petroleum industry today makes 
its money from products that once were wasted. This same 
condition holds in most branches of industry. On the farm 
Jittle has been done in this matter of doing away with waste. 
More materials are thrown away on the average farm than 
are used. 

To bring the efficiency of farm production up to the 
level attained in industry it is necessary to eliminate all 
this waste. Production of motor fuel would seem to be 
an obvious method of doing this and the problem of mak- 
ing such a thing an every-day possibility is a nut for our 
scientists to crack.
